To His Excellency Jno. M. Slaton, Governor. 

Sir : — In compliance witli law I have the honor to sub- 
mit the annual report of this department for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 1914, showing by tabulated 
statements the sources from which the revenue of the 
State is derived, the appropriations made by the Legis- 
lature for the fiscal year 1914, and the receipts and dis- 
bursements from January 1st to December Slst, 1914. 

Since the date of the last annual report of this De- 
partment, January Ist, 1914, to December 31st, 1914, the 
State Treasurer has received and certified to this office, 
and my official vouchers have been duly issued for $6,- 
015,482.10. Executive and other warrants under the gen- 
eral and the several special appropriation acts amount- 
ing to $5,921,94().03 have been audited by me and paid 
by the Treasurer for the same period, and his account 
credited therewith. The condition of the treasury there- 
fore on January 1st, 1915, was as follows :

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It should be stated that in this balance of $871,252.00 
is included $100,000 of the sinking fund, which, by the 
terms of the constitution, can only be nsed for retiring 
Hie principal of the public debt, and $153,812.50 public 
property fund. The total bonded debt of the State at 
the time of the adoption of this sinking- fund provision 
of the constitution was $10,644,500.00, and annual interest 
thereon amounted to $719,135.00. Under this very wise 
plan of retiring annually a part of the public debt the 
aggregate has been reduced to $6,444,000, and by the 
funding of most of this debt at much lower rates the 
interest charge on the bonded debt has been reduced to 
$254,355, showing a reduction in the principal of the 
debt of $4,200,500, and in our annual interest account 
of $464,784. It must he stated, however, that the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of certain property of the State have 
been applied to the extinguishment of a part of the debt 
— ^which is also required by the constitution of 1877. 
The balance of this bonded debt is secured by the State's 
immensely valuable property, the Western & Atlantic 
Railroad, estimated to be worth $20,000,000.00. 

From the foregoing figures showing the condition of 
the State's finances, it will be observed that the demands 
on the State treasury have been met without a resort to 
a temporary loan, which has heretofore been necessary. 
This was only made possible by the abnormal increase in 
the taxable values of the State for the last several years, 
as well as the increased revenue from special or occu- 
pation taxes, and from other sources, together with the 
further fact that State taxes on. fmhlic service corpora- 
tions are now paid September 1st instead of December 
20th. This puts between $600,000 and $700,000 into the 
State treasury four months before taxes on property on 
the Digest are available. 
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In this connection I desire to submit for your infor- 
mation a carefully prepared estimate of the revenue of 
the State and the appropriations for the fiscal year 1915 :

It will be observed that the estimated revenue for 
1915 is $5,913,788, of which amount $4,074,027' is raised 
from ad valorem taxes and $1,839,761 is from special 
taxes and all other sources. It will also be observed 
that the appropriation for public schools ($2,550,000.00) 
and for pensions ($1,070,000.00) amount to $3,620,000.00, 
leaving a balance from ad valorem taxes of $454,027.00. 
Thus it would appear that with this small balance of $4^4,- 
027.00, plus the State's revenue from other sources than 
ad valorem taxes of $1,839,761.00, all appropriations for 
higher education ($546,314.00), eleemosynary institutions 
($685,450.00), interest on public debt ($374,445.00) and 
all administrative expenses of the State government are 
paid. In other words, the entire appropriations for 1915, 
exclusive of public schools and pensions, could be met 
from revenue from sources other than ad valorem taxes, 
plus a tax on property of less than one-half a mill. 

I desire to call attention to the fact that the esti- 
mated revenue of the State for 1915 is based upon val- 
uations of 1914. The appropriations made for 1915 
amount to $5,919,987. It is needless to say that the 1914 
valuations may not be sustained, in view of the general 
financial depression which prevails throughout the eoun- 
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try growing out of the low price of cotton and the con- 
tinuance of the European war. Should the valuation of 
property for taxation for 1915 be materially reduced it 
will be necessary to correspondingly increase the tax 
rate. I would, therefore, respectfully suggest that appro- 
priations for 1916 and 1917 be not increased, and no spe- 
cial appropriations made at the coming session of the 
Legislature, otherwise the tax rate, even at the consti- 
tutional limit of five mills, might prove inadequate to 
produce the required revenue. 

In order that it may be seen to what extent the as- 
sessments, of the taxable property of the State have in- 
creased, I have prepared in tabular form this data begin- 
ning with the year 1880 and bringing the figures down to 
1915. The general property of the State is required by law 
to be returned for taxation to the receivers of tax re- 
turns of the several counties and entered on their re- 
spective Digests, while the property of all public utility 
corporations, including franchises, is made returnable to 
the Comptroller-General. The value of * the prop- 
erty returned to the tax receivers and that returned to 
the Comptroller- General is given separately, and also 
the rate of taxation levied by the State for each of said 
years.

The valuation of corporate property returned to the 
ComptroUer-G-eneral for taxation for the year 1914 does 
not embrace all of such property in the State. Under 
charters granted by the State there are three railroads 
claiming exemptions from ad valorem taxation, the Geor- 
gia Railroad & Banking Company, the Southewestem and 
the Angasta & Savannah. Besides these exempted lines 
we have the State's road, the Weatem & Atlantic. The 
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value of none of these roads is included in the table above, 
but they are worth, in my judgment, not less than forty 
million dollars; among public service corporations ar.e 
a large number of very small local telephone properties. 
Some of them are incorporated, but quite a number of 
them are muncorporated. Most of them have been 
cheaply constructed by the co-operation of the farmers 
in the territory through which they run, solely for their 
convenience and not for making money, and are there- 
fore of no value except as a convenience to families of 
the farmers. / would suggest that the laiv he amended 
in respect to the return of these properties for taxation 
so as to require them returned to the tax receivers and 
taxes paid to the tax collectors.

By the Appropriation Act of 1913 the State School 
Fund for 1914 and 1915 was fixed at $2,550,000, which is 
derived from the following' sources: (1) Tax on prop- 
erty. (2) Tax on polls. (3) Half rental of Western & At- 
lantic Railroad. (4) Show taxes. (5) Dividends from 
stock of the Georgia Railroad & Banking Company, own- 
ed hy the State. 
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The Tas Eqcauzation Act. 

This Act was approved August 14, 1913, and went 
into immediate effect The selection by Governor Slaton 
of Judge Juo. C. Hart as State Tax Commissioner met 
the miaoimoas approval of the people of this State. The 
wisdom of Jndge Hart's appointment has been fnlly dem- 
onstrated by the results accomplished during the first 
year's enforcement of the Act. ■ Under the provisions of 
this Act the valne of general property of the State on 
the digests was increased about $80,000,000, and, together 
with the increase from public service corporations, made 
a total increase in the assessed value of property for tax- 
ation amounting to $85,567,517. This enormous increase 
resulted in giving the taxpayers of Georgia a reduction 
in the tax rate of one-half mill, which amounted in taxes 
to nearly $500,000. It will thus be seen that the practical 
effect of this large increase was to lift from the shoulders 
of taxpayers who had been returning their property in 
accordance with law a half million of dollars annually, 
and place it on property which had either not been re- 
turned at all, or if returned, at a valuation far less than 
that required by law. This readjustment of values will 
continue from year to year, making it possible to further 
reduce the State tax rate, as under our statute the tax 
levy cannot exceed the amount absolutely necessary to 
raise the appropriations made by the General Assembly 
for each fiscal year. Under this eminently wise provision, 
if appropriations are held down the taxpayers will con- 
tinue to receive the benefit of the Act, as was contem- 
plated by its authors and advocates. 

The State Tax Commissioner has published a report 
of the operations of the law, which goes much into de- 
tail, a copy of which will be found upon the desk of each 
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member, and I suggest that it would be both interesting 
and profitable for the members of yonr honorable body 
to read this report earefnlly. I allude to a few items of 
property which have been largely increased under the 
new law : 

Bank stock and surplus show an increase of— $ 2,500,000 
City property shows an increase in value of 

nearly 23,000,000 

Money and solvent debts show an increase of 

over 6,000,000 

Mortgages show an increase of about 2,250,000 

Manufactures show an increase of 2,500,000 

The increase in acreage of improved land amounts 
to 735,000 acres. This accounts, in a large degree, for 
the increase in the value of that class of property, 
amounting to $43,000,000. The value of wild land shows 
an increase of $275,000. I might add that this class of 
property has for many years received apparently very 
little attention. 

State Tax Levy. 

The tax rate this year, in view of the increase in the 
assessed value of property, was fixed at four and one- 
half mills. There was a difference of opinion as to the 
wisdom of this reduction from five mills to four and one- 
half at the time the levy was made, but the law providing 
for the levy of the State tax rate in express terms re- 
quires the Governor and Comptroller-General to levy 
such a rate on the assessed value of property as, together 
with the income from other sources, will meet the appro- 
priations made by the General Assembly for the fiscal 
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year for which the tax is levied. The Governor and 
Comptroller-General are given no discretionary power 
with reference to the State tax levy, and, therefore, in 
conformity with the statute referred to, the rate was 
fixed at four and one-half mills. 

Near Beeb License Tax. 

I desire to call attention to the fact that the Act of 
1909, under which license taxes are collected from per- 
sons engaged in the sale of imitations of or substitutes 
for beer, wine, etc., make no provision for the compen- 
sation of ordinaries of this State for the collection of said 
taxes, consequently many of them give little attention to 
their collection. The total amount of these taxes col- 
lected for 1914 was $222,550. 

Comptrollek-Genebal's Fi. Fas. Against Defaulting 

Tax Collectors Held to be in Violation of 14th 

Amendment of Federal Constitution, 

Your attention is respectfully called to the decision 
of Supreme Court in the case of Wm. A. Wright, Comp- 
troller-General vs. F. L. Gibson, Tax Collector of Brooks 
County, and the securities on his bond, wherein it is held 
that Section 1163 of the Code of 1910, prohibiting judicial 
interference witii the enforcement of executions issued 
by the Comptroller-General against defaulting tax col- 
lectors and their securities is violative of the fourteenth 
amendment of the Federal Constitution, and therefore 
void. This, of course, deprives the State of the summary 
process by which it has heretofore been enabled to compel 
prompt payment of its revenue into the State treasury. 
Unless some legislation is had at once to remedy this sit- 
uation the State will be in constant and long drawn-out 
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litigation wltii its tax officers and their sureties, whicli 
will be expensive and may greatly embarrass the State 
in meeting promptly its obligations. This is an import- 
ant matter, and should be given consideration at the com- 
ing session of the Legislature. 

Tax Collectobs and Tax Epceivers. 

I desire to say that, with a few exceptions, these offi- 
cials have discharged their duties faithfully and efficient- 
ly, and are entitled to the commendation of this depart- 
ment, under the direction of which they enforce the tax 
laws of the State. Years of observation, however, have 
demonstrated that the efficiency of both would be mate- 
rially increased by an extension of the terms of their 
office from two to four years. Both offices have grown 
in importance by reason of the marvelous development 
which has taken place in our State, and consequently 
require longer terms to acquire a thorough knowledge of 
the duties required of them. 

Law Bequlating Business of Investment Companies, 

By an Act of the Legislature, approved August 13, 
1904, it was sought to subject domestic and non-resident 
investment companies doing business in Georgia to super- 
vision by the State, and require them licensed by the 
Comptroller-General, upon their compliance with certain 
conditions. The purpose of the law was wise, but unfor- 
tunately the provisions of the Act are such as not to 
accomplish its purpose. No authority is given this de- 
partment to inquire into their financial condition or the 
management of their affairs. It will therefore be ob- 
served that the State exercises no supervision over the 
business of such companies except in name. This depart- 
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ment, however, is required to license them to do business 
in Georgia when they make application and pay the re- 
quired fee of $50.00. This certiflcate of authority or 
license is used by these concerns to advertise their busi- 
ness and influence investments in such companies. 

Fee Eeports. 

Under the Act approved August 17, 1912, which went 
into effect January 1, 1913, requiring quarterly reports 
filed with the Comptroller-General by all State and county 
officers receiving fees, commissions or compensation 
other than salaries; the Legislature now has in its hands 
information covering receipts for the four quarters of 
1913 of all State and county officers whose compensation 
is paid by fees or commissions. With these four quarterly 
reports before them the Legislature has the information 
which it sought to secure, and I therefore suggest that the 
purpose of the Act having been accomplished, it be re- 
pealed. To allow it to remain on the statute books as 
a continuing act would serve no good purpose, and 
would impose additional duties upon the officers affected 
thereby, as well as upon the office of the Comptroller- 
General, and involves heavy expense on the part of the 
State in the matter of incorporating these voluminous 
reports in the House and Senate Journals.
